IN IRELAND. 


Any of The Parties—A Scandal in High 


An Orange Row at Belfast—Rifies for the 
French Army—Foreign News. 


Lonpon, July 12.—The Duke of Argyle pub- 
lishes in to-day’s Times a letter concerning 
the United States and Ireland. He says that 
despite the national sympathies there is a pro- 
found ignorance in England and in the United 
States respecting each other’s constitution. 
He admits his own ignorance at the beginning 
of the American civil war in sympathizing 
with the South. He says the sympathy ofthe 
Americans forthe Irish in their present strug- 
gle arises from the error of 
thinking of Ireland as an 
American State, and thatthe English are with- 
holding from Ireland powers similar to those 
possessed by the different States of the Ameri- 
can Union. ‘‘Nothing,’’ says the Duke, 
*‘could be more erroneous than this idea.’’ 
Referring:to the right of each of the United 
States toa due share ofthe general powers of 
Congress and to the checks in its powers of 
self-government, which each State al- 
lows, he says Mr. Gladstone’s propo- 
sal violates both these grand principles, for 
‘*the corrupt and immoral bargain banishes 
Ireland from the Imperial councils, and sur- 
renders the minority entirely intothe hands 
of the local majority.’’ ‘‘Americans,’’ he 
adds,‘‘would perhaps hardly believe this, but 
itis strictly true. The pretended limitations 
and restraints against local tyranny are 
quite illusory.’’ The Dukeathen appeals to 
Americans to clearly understand the Unionist 
contention, namely, that it has been for Ire- 
land’s sake solely that the Unionists have 
given opposition to Mr. Gladstone’s Irish 
scheme. , 

SCANDAL IN HIGH LIFE. 

Baron H. De Worms, who was Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Board of Trade in the Salis- 
bury Cabinet cf last year, has brought an ac- 
tion for divorce against his wife on the ground 
of adultery. The Baron alleges that his wife 
made frequent visits to the Tyrol alone. 
He suspected nothing at first, because 
the lady is a  ~native of Austria, 
being the daughter of Baron Von Todesco of 
Vienna. But he discovered that the object of 
these visits was neither patriotic nor inno- 
cent, but to meet in criminal intercourse 
Baron Meron, wko made appointments for her 
to secretly receive him there. Baron De 
Worms then secured evidence suflicient 
to base his complaint and inake 
Baron Meron the * co-respondent. It 
is stated that Baron Meron and the Baroness 
orms have concluded not to enter any 
defense. Baron De Worms was the Tory mem- 
ber for the Toxteth division of Liverpool in 
the late House of Commons. He is 46 years of 
age, and is a hereditary Baron ofthe Austriaa 
Empire. His wife is a handsome, stately 
woman, possessing a fine, voluptuous figure 
and has long been the leader ofa fashion 
circle and a general social favorite. 

A TORY OPINION. 

The Times says that the British elections 
amount toa mandate from the people to the 
Conservatives and Unionists to form a strong 
and durable Government. ‘‘Patriotism de- 
mands,’’ the Times says, ‘a Hartington-* 
Salisbury administration, assuring the 
nation’s future.’’

Neither party has made any gains in the 
Parliamentary elections to-day. The Hon. R. 
T. O’Neil conservative, was re-elected for 
Middle Antrim by avote of 4,621 against 933 
for Mr. Kelvey, his Parnellite opponent. In 
the last election the district was given uncon- 
tested to Mr. O'Neil. 
Lord Ernest Hamilton, Conservative, was 
re-elected for North Tyrone, overJ. O. Wylie, 
Liberal, by 3,219 to 2,877. In the last election 
John Dillon unsuccessfully contested this dis- 
trict against Lord Hamilton. The vote then 
stood 3,345 to 2,922—171 more than now. , 
J. E. O’Doherty, Parnellite, has been fp- 
elected for North Donegal over Lieut.-Col. H. 
H. A. Stewart, by a vote of 4,263 to9l4. The 
same candidates contested the district at the 
last election, when they obtained respectively 
4,597 and 952 votes. The Tories now have 
elected 291 candidates, the Unionists 66, the 
Liberals 154, and the Parnellites 74.

A MONSTER LOAD. 


The New Cable, Weighing Fifty-two Tons, 
Being Taken Through the Streets. 


On Eleventh street, just south of the City 
Hall, and where the street is about to inter- 
sect Market, stands a monumental obstruc- 
tion, from which horses shy and at which 
the small boys and passers-by gaze 
with the fascination that always lurks 


in inert power. The obstacle is the new cable 
intended forthe cable roadin this city. It 
was received at the Union Depot several days 
ago andthe contractfor delivering it at the 
power-house was taken by Henry Mueller. A 
special truck with nine inch tires and two 
foot stringers was built for its conveyance. 
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The spool on which the cable is wound was 
putuponthe truck go nmi | morning and 
ocomotives the 
truck was rolled into Eleventh street. Forty- 
eight horses were attached to the monster 
load, which, withthe truck, weighed 105,000 
pounds, or over 52 tons. Ag the truck and 
iis load were hauled over the granite 
it left a plainly discernible depression in the 
street. n yon $ piaces the solid blocks of 
granite were cracked. This was largely due to 
the heat, which softened the 
the sub-structure. Near Market 
the tongue of the truck was 
broken, and further operations were 
suspended until to-day. When this morning 
came there were numerous applications at the 
City Hall to learn the proposed route of the

monster truck, and the official 
under whose supervision its hauiing 
and the damage thereby would 


come. Mr. Chouteau Maffitt in the interest 
of the Olive Street Kailroad called upon the 
Mayor to protest against its transportation 
over that street as it was undegstood the con- 


tractor had annournced that as his 
route. A consultation wus held 
in the Mayor’s office between 


Street ‘Commissioner Turner, Counselor Beil 
and the Mayor, at which it was decided to pro- 
hibit the further moving of the cable while on 
the truck. No particular plan for its trans- 
portation has been devised. A con- 
ference ‘with the contractor will take place 
this afternoon. Itis suggested that the coil 
itself be madeintoa solid wheel by blocking 
up with heavy oak timber the space over the 
cuble and between the sides and that the spool 
thus formed be drawn by the steam 
rollers which belong to the city. Instead also 
of hauling the cable to the power- house of the 
coOmpany, as originally intended, it is proba- 
ble that the cable will be taken only to 
Locust street and there run through the 
conduit to its destination. The cabie and 
truck make the heaviest load ever taken over 
the streets of a city westof Pittsburg. It is 
much’ heavier than the tirst cable which it 
is intended to replace, because the cable now 
in use is too light. The first cable was roiled 
over the streets to the station and broke street 
car tracks and nearly ruinedthe streets it 
passed ovem

ANOTHER GAS COMPANY. 


A New Gas Which, It Is Claimed, Will Revo- 
lutionize Illumination. 


The gas companies of the city, it would 
scem, have had their share of agitation, oppo- 
gition and compromise, but there is for them 
in the immediate future, another and most 
perplexing problem in the formation of a 
water-gas company that will ask no franchises 
of the city,Jay no mains and waste no valuable 
timein reaching and appropriating consum- 


ers. The style of the new company is not yet 
determined, but its basis and originis in a gas 
recentiy discovered and the process 
of its making patented by Mr. 
Lb. - Sloper of New York. The 
new gas bas an eighty-candle power as against 
the twenty-candile topes of coal gas, and its 
friends claim that its costis only one-fourth 
that of coal gas as an illuminator, evenif the 
cost of production was equal. But as the new 
gus can be made for 45 cents per thousand feet 
the cost of equal illumination is reduced by its 
cheapness and superiority to the absurd sum 
of one-thirteenth the cost of coal gas. 

The gas is made by the chemical decomposi- 
tion of water induced by the union of sulphuric 
acid and metais. The mechanism is as fol- 
lows: A basket, containing metal scraps, iron 
borings, etc., is suspended insidea bell asa 
clapper. The bell and basket are then placed 
ih a cylinder or tub filled with waterand sul- 
phuricacid. The water rises inside the bell 
untilit reaches the netals in the basket, when 
the generation of gasisimmediately begun. 
The gas as it generates forces the water down 
and outofthe bell. When the water recedes 
from the metals the generation of gas ceases. 
Atthetop of the bellis placed the drain or 
pipe which carries off the gas to its consump- 
tion. As the gas S consumed the 
water again rises to the metal 
and the generation of more gas begins. 
The advantage of this automatic-hydaurlic 
Tegulation of the supply is that gas is making 
onyasit is needed,‘and is therefore never 
being stored for waste or damage. The gas 
bas an odor aoe as recognizable as coal 
gas, by which its leakage may be detected. 
J be representatives of the patentee have fit- 
ted up a room for the testing and exhibiting of 

their gas.
